The terrible tragedy that occurred lust Thurs-
day, in Poerry county, Ind,, in which & man beat
his wife and child to death with stones and
then ahot nimself, hay seldom been surpassed
in dull horror, About five yoars ago (he nuar-
derer, Frauols J. Smith, of New Albany, pur-
ehnased and removed Lo B farm of 520 aorog, near
Rome, Perry counly, Ind. In 1865 he married
& refuges from Georgla,

1o the Intter part of the year his wife gave
birth to o male eblild, whicti almost from I8
first broath became the viethin of s father's
vile and eruel uature, On one ocenslon, after
beating his wife, he seiped the infant and held
it over n blazing fire until 11a orles of angalsh
softened even nhis stony henrt. His wife pros
cured a divorce and went to live with her
brother In New York. A few months passed
and Bmith's neslth began to fall, and foaring
that dealh would soon overta ko him, he becamo
much alarmed, and, according Lto o subsequent
stutement of his wife, wrote 1o her that i1 she
over wanted Lo see bim nlive, to hasten lmme-
diately to the plpee of hig conflnement, Shia
came, but was met very ocoldly by Smith, who
denied that he had ever written such o letter
a8 “‘the above montioned,” and expressed the
greatest surprise at finding her at the door.

Blhie¢ passed from houso to house, drnq‘:&lnz
lhruugL n miserable existence, until Inst Weil-
nesday morning, when she was at the residence
of H. Groves, not far distunt from Rome, eon-
templating n visit to the Trustee of the towin-
ship, to obialn shelter for hersell and cnlld,
Her husband arrived and exprossad his desiie
to necompany her to Lthe ‘I'rastec's office. She
readily neceptled bis offer, and the two sot otf on
the jourvey, taking the ohild with them, A
drizsling rain set 10, and under pretense of
fAuding shelter under a lirge tree standing Ltwo
or three hundved yards from Lhe rondslde, apa
deep rovine, Bmith invited the mother thither,
mnd arter nn'lvlnr; at the deslgnated apot, pelted
the mother's bralns out with large stonass, and
with one blow on the bead of the culld leilled It,

Many stones were 1y lug near the vietlms, red
wilh thelr own blood. Smith took the strings
from the shoes of the mothor, tad ber feet
closely, and then her hands over her bresst,
Iaikd the ehilld beside her, coverad Lthem with a
Hght shawl, nod then left them, The next day
Bmith wans st bhis brother's, Commodore
Bmith's. He sat down and wrote a letier nnd
hapded 1t to his sister-in-law, and Ltold her to
lake it Lo one of the nelghbor's bouses nod read
it. Spbe refosed to go, and told him that she
had pot time. Hetald her if she did not go he
would huve lo tell her what was in the lebter,
He told her that be had killed his*wife and
child, and that he lotended to kill himself,
wherenpon he selzed a londed gan belooging to
s brother, and walked out lnto the yard and
ghot himsell through the Neart

Bmlth was formerly from New Albany, where
some years ago he killed a man, and was cleared
on the plea of lusanily, o lls statement of
the canse of the murider, he gays:—"Heér brother
thought me and Mary had better got macvried
agaln, for he was sure that we were botl to
blame (and 80 we were), 1 answered blin by
teliing bim the state of my health would mot
allow me to marry, it I were ever so willing to
take ber, and I did not expect Lo llve three
monihs. The next thing I heard of themn,
Mary was at the deor. *= * * I loved Mary
and my boy, therefore 1 killed them, and
Euch & horrid way to kill any person! Poor
Mary, after 1 bad knocked her on the head with
A slone, begged me Lo stop, forshe would die nt
that, and she wantled Lo have some tallkk with
me, Ididso, I told her that I did not kil her
or the boy through anger, hatred, or spite. It
drove me mad to see her and the boy kloiked
about us they had been for the last Lhree
months, Bhoesays, '‘God bless you, Frank; I be-
lieve you; 1st me kiza you," and I did time and
agnin belore she died. I hope that me and
Mary and my boy may ve buried near enoh
olher. 1 hope It may be many years bence
ere another husband and Cather will be eom-
I)ldllt'dnb}' such erushing misory todo as I bave
done,

THE UNITED STATES AND MEXITCO,
THE FALL OF TUE HEMPIRE IN MEX(CO—1THE
UNITED STATEE URGED TO INTERFERE AND

MAINTAIN ORDER.

From the London Times, May 21.

By tue fall of the emplire one chianeo of eivill-
#aiivn bus been lost to Mexico, The notual
state of thut wretched country 18 worse, If that
be possible, Lhan It was before the arrival of
the allles, The anarchy I8 apparently more
desperate, and the character of the sirife 15
more sangulnary and horrible. Not Is there
any prospect of pacification, for Juares, though
be could destroy a Government, capn nelther
construct nor malntain one; and It appears
to bebelieved that the United Stales, alter for-
bidding and dtrccmm*rliml.: the interventlion of
others, must attempt an lnterventlon of thelr
own. The Mexicans are lucapable of self goy-
ernment, 1f lire and rru;mri.y are Lo be seoure
in the country, and if it is to be included in the
community of civilized Btates, the strosg arm
ol some forelgn power must be employed to do
what Maximillan was compelled to leave un-
done. There muy be a change in the lugtra-
ments, but the work will be still the same, It
will not be ensy, and we ocan well lmagine
that the Amerleans may be réluctant to under-
take it, but they bave brought It upon thelr
own bands,

There would ba little profit now In reviawlin
the errors of that policy in whiech the lil-8tarre
emplre took 118 rise, Public opinlon has been
miscenlcnlated even in France 1tself, where the
expedition was uopopular from first to last;
but exeept for the terminntion of the elvil war
and the victory of the Federals L the Unlted
Biates, the new monarchy would undoubtedly
have been consolldated, and the regeneration
of Mexlico gradually accomplished, The oppo-
sition uffered in the country Itself amounted Lo
no more than the stroggle of a despairing
factlon, and was goon overcome, Ibls not long
since Juarez was & fogitive on the borders of
Texns, ‘\rnpnrlng for fight Inw Amerl-
can territory; but with the defeat of the Con-
fedorntes aud thereascendonoy of the Unlon and
its principles, the whole prospect was changed,
Maximillan's enemles were encournged, and
his patrons forbldden to luterfoere. The Amerl-
can Government sald the French must quit
Mexioo, and that wus enough to throw Mexleo
into wnarchy once maore, aximilinn accepted
his new part of a Mexican chief, and encouns
tered the consequences. LHls resolution did
oredlil to his tmwarf and intentions, If not Lo
his wisdom, It will probably be the opinlon of
everybody that he has deserved a belter fate
thun he has found, aud we can bat trast that
he may iml. pscape with life from an enterprise
which, whatever may hayve been its dlsasters, oan
never bepetdown to his dishonor, As far ns his
persopal ndministration was coneerned, it was
exerclsed in the interests of his subjects, and it
might by thig time have borne frult u A stable
Government and tranquillized soplety, had the
experimont not been luterrupted, I"erhaps the
Amerieans will now resume the attempt. They
will experlence the same resistanoce, but they
willhave greater ndvantages ln overcoming i
Whatever cause or principle or polley they may
proglaim, they will find u faction in Mexloo
ready te oppose thelr Interveuntion, and to rike
in insurreetion, ke Juarer and hils partisans,

ainat the authorities eatablished. This oppo-
altlon they mustl suppress, as the French wonld
have done, by foree of drms, and with Hitle
respeot (o the "dootrines of natlonrlity or inde
poudence. The work will probably be trouble-
some, but as there will, sl any rate, be nobody
to hinder it, we mauy presume that it will be
accom plished at last,

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THE BANKRUPT LAW,

The Bankrupt Inw passed at the last session
of Congreas comes Into Mall operation Lo day.
The officers for this distrlol have boon appolnted,
Lhe rules and general orders promulgated, and
everything Is lo readiness for the filing of petl-
tions or the commeucoment of other prooeed-
ings. A very full abstract of the Bankruptey
act was published at the Utime of Ita passage.
Provision 1s made, 1t will be remombered, for
voluntury nnd Involuntary bankruptoy, for the
bankruptoy of parinerships and of oorpora.
tions, and for the supersedure of the bankrupt
progecdings by arrangement. Auy peraon may
voluntarlly oblaln the benefit of Lhe net who
owes debis exeeeding $500, by applying by petl-
tion “'to the Judge of the Jadleial Distriot in
which such person has resided or earriod on
business for the s1x months next immediately
preceding the time of Illmri sach petitlon,
or for the longest period durlug suaoch six
months, selling forth his place of resldence,
his inabllity to pay all his debts In fall, his
willingness to surrender all his ostate aund
effects ror the benefit of hig ereditors, and his
desire to obisin the beneflt of Lhis act; and be
must apnex Lo hils petition a schedula veriied
by onth, before the Court, or bafore n Kogister In
bk ruptey, or before oneof the Commissioners
of the Cirooit Court of the Unlted Siates, con-
tining u Mall and traestistementof all bis debis,
and, ok fur as possibie, to woom due, with the
